The 
order is directed against the Milwau- 
kee, Northwestern and "Soo" railroad 
companies. 
The brewing companies complained 
that the prestjnt rate of lli1/^ cents pel 
hundred pounds on shipments of beei 
from Milwaukee to Fond du Lac and 
Oshkosh are excessive.

HlatK, Sehlilx and Miller brewing com- 
panies, through their tradic managers, 
showed that the rate to Manitowoc 
was only 7% cents and that the rate 
from ,Milwaukee to Madison, Janes- 
ville and other points in that vicinity 
was only 10 cents, although 
these 
points are about tlie same distance 
from Milwaukee as Oshkosh and Fond 
du Lac. The commission ordered the 
companies to discontinue their pres- 
ent rate and to substitute a commod- 
ity rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds to 
a minimum carload weight of oO.OOO 
pounds.

NEED IMPROVEMENT 


Display of Meats In Janesville Shops 


Is Unsanitary Says University 


Inspector. 
__ 


Paul W. Black o£ the University"Ex- 
tension Division, 
who spent several 


clays of last week in the city with the 
health exhibit, recoils that conditions 
in local meat .markets need improve- 
ment. 
After 
a thorough, inspection 
air. Black found 
that a number of 
markets expose 
the moats for pur- 
poses of display in such a manner as 
to malte the meat unsanitary. 
"Meat exposed in a market collects 
dust from the street and any other 
foreign matter that may accidentally 
fall upon it," says Mr. Black in his 
report. 
"This open display of meat 
also causes it to decay taster and 
become unfit for use. The best way 
to keep meat for display purposes is 
in a glass refrigerator. These may as 
well be provided as not for the pro- 
tection of the health, ot the consumer. 
It" is much bettor to keep most of the 
meat in the big ice box of the market 
and what is on display in this glass 
refrigerator." 
A further study of the condition in 
the schools resulted in the discovery 
of 438 pupils out of 1200 examined, 
with 
four or more defective teeth. 


Among 111.636 were also cases of ab- 
sesses and defective palates. 
There 
were 315 with tonsils and adenoids 
needing treatment. . There were 330 
with defective eyesight. Six hundred 
and six were suffering from nervous- 
ness, enlarged glands 
of the neck, 
goitre, 
pediculosis, 
and 
kidney 


trouble. 
/ 
"While many of these cases show 
a number of these troubles," rends 
the report, "yet it is safe to say that 
more than one-third of the pupils of 
Janesville 
need medical 
or dental 
treatment. 
From the enthusiasm of 
the advocates o£ medical supervision 
of the schools, it is evident that the 
conditions 
will be bettered 
in the 
near future. This is the only way to 
secure better health and results 
in 


education. Janesville is 
to be com- 
mended in -her awakened spirit."

NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 


Today marks the fiftieth anniver- 


sary of the dedication of the battle- 
field of Gettysburg and the wonderful 
address 
of Abraham Lincoln which 


will go clown into the ages to come as 
one of the most memorable ever ut- 
tered. 
It was written by our great 


president as he travelled to the field 
to be dedicated, on the train from 
Washington. 
It was strenuous days 


for the President and while he doubt- 
less had thought put his address he 
put it into shape on his journey. He 
followed 
Edward Everett tlie orator 


of the day, who gave a masterful 
three hour address and then this tall, 
lanky westerner rose and in a voice 
that was heard to the limits of the 
vast audience that was 
assembled 


said: 


"Fourscore and seven years ago our 


fathers brought forth on this contin- 
ent a "new nation, conceived in liber- 
ty, and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are- created equal. 


Now we are engaged in a great 


civil war, testing whether that nation, 
or any nation so coneeived and so 
dedicated, can long endure. We are 
met on a great battlefield of that war. 
"We have come to dedicate a portion 
of-that field as a final resting-place 
for those who gave their lives that 
that nation might 
live. It 
is alto- 


gether fitting and proper 
that we 


should do this. 


But, in a larger sense, we cannot 


dedicate—"we cannot consecrate—we 
cannot 
hallow—this 
ground. 
The 


brave men. 
living 
and dead, who 


struggled here, have consecrated it 
far above our poor power to add or 
detract. The world will little note or 
long remember what we say here, but 
-it can never forget what they did 
.here. It is for us, the living, rather, 
to be dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they, who fought here, 
have ihus far no nobly advanced. 
It is rather for us to be here dedi- 
cated to the great task remaining be- 
fore 
us—that from 
these 
honored 


dead we take increased devotion to 
thjjt' cause for which they gave the 
last-full'measure of devotion; that we 
here highly resolve that these dead 
shall have not died in vain; that this 
nation, under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom; and that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish from the 
earth." 


Few realized then that they bad 


heard one 
of the . masterpieces of 


literature. It was not until they read 
it in print, studied it, did they under- 
stand it. Everett's address had been 
masterful, scholarly and polished. It 
showed much time and attention but 
these few words of Lincoln's will live 
long after Everett's name is forgot- 
ten.

JTurty of the State Board of Health, 
the rat and its relation to the destruc- 
tion of property and health are to be 
studied 
in 
all the public 
schools 


throughout the state. A section of the 
law now makes it the duty of school 
and 
health authorities to provide 


charts, textbooks, etc., in order to 
carry out the details of the plan in a 
most 
efficient manner. Dr. Hurty's 


rat chart is to be placed in every 
schoolroom, and every teacher is pro- 
vided with, an interesting pamphlet 
which outlines the life story of the 
rat. and in such a simple and direct 
manner 
that any 'child can under, 


stand. 
Instructions in how to make 


buildings and -dwellings 
"rat-proof" 


will also be given. The people are in 
earnest: 
Failure to teach this sub- 


ject in the schools is punishable with 
a fine of from ten to twenty-five dol- 
lars.

discretionary 


power, 
and 
should 
be 
delegated 


enough authority to settle controver- 
sies as they arise. 


After an organization is formed it 


should be provided with machinery 
which will make its work 
effective, 


such, as 
ample 
funds, 
a sufficient 


force, prompt and effective measures 
against 
forest 
vandalism, 
and 
a 


strong police power. Without includ- 
ing all these things, the committee 
says, state legislation will fail of its 
purpose and largely be a dead letter.

The egg plant belongs to the tobac 


co and potato family. 
It is found in 


the markets in the fall, is attractive in 
appearance and has a flavor peculiar 
to itself. -One reason that it is so lit 
tie known is. the fact that few cooki 
know how to prepare it well. 


Aubergines au Gratirt.—Cut the egg 


plant into quarter-inch slices and cover 
with boiling salted water. When cool 
arrange half of the slices on a well- 
buttered baking dish, then add a layer 
of bread crumbs, to which has been 
added a little finely minced parsley, 
with salt and pepper to taste. Place 
the remaining slices on these, 
sand- 


wich fashion,, pour melted butter over 
them, more crumbs, lightly salted and 
peppered, and finish with a grating of 
cheese. 
Bake brown in a 
moderate 


oven. 


Egg Plant Fritters—Put 
a 
whole 


egg plant into boiling water, well salt- 
ed, add a tablespoon of vinegar, cook 
until tender, mash and drain; to one 
pint of egg plant add half a cupful of 
flour, two eggs well beaten, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Fry the small 
cakes in hot fat. 


Fried Egg Plant.—Pare an egg plant 


and cut in thin slices.* Sprinkle with 
salt and pile- on a plate. Cover with 
a weight to express the, juice and let 
stand one hour. 
Dredge with flour 


and saute in butter until crisp and 
brown. 


Egg Plant With Mushroom Stuffing.

moistened with .water, half a teaspoon 
of minced onion, a tablespoonful o 
butter, and pepper and salt. Fill the 
shells with this mixture, lay in a well 
buttered pan, sprinkle .the top

the buttered crumbs and bake three 
quarters of an hour. Minced ham wil 
take the place of the mushrooms and 
the onion may be omitted. This is a 
delicious vegetable to serve with steak 
or game.
